eral building in Hope. I hey suggested that a 
more central location nearer the business dis- 
trict would be more desirable; however, they 
would welcome the building in the proposed 
location if any alternate site can not be found, 
A letter to this effect was sent to Congressman 
Oren Harris." 
The Star was bypassed on that release—and so we 


went :to press without a line on it in yesterday's 


0 edition. A Hope woman tipped us off on a radio 


repeat about 2:15 p.m. Tuesday, but it was too 
late, the forms being on their way to the press. 


I'll 
let you figure out the devious public -re- 


lations policy of the city-manager government. But 
I'll tell you this much: When the official family 
felt they were threatened last fall in the backwash 
of the defeat of the proposed federal-aid paving 
district they asked me to sit in with them for a frank 
appraisal of the situation — and I did so. Their re- 
turn courtesy is to bypass this newspaper on an an- 


W nouncement to the public they are supposed to rep- 


resent.

paving project? 


In any event, their declaration in favor of the 


proposed $500,000 new post office has no bearing 
on the petition now being circulated against it. 
The petition is an opinion-sounding paper from

is outrageous.

The city-manager crowd have no mandate from 


the people to speak on anything but municipal af- 
fairs. The man awaiting the mandate is Congress- 
man Harris — and the voice he is waiting on is 
that of the people, not local politicians.

be welcome in any community. It would represent 
taxes collected from all over the nation'and'spent 
here — a monument to- civic pride.

But these are not normal times"."—" they are '

Cuban Sale 
Is Defended 
by British

LONDON (AP)—The British 


jovernment says it won't stop 
he sale of $11.2 million worth 
of British buses and spare parts 
o Cuba because they aren't 
strategic goods. 


The Board of Trade, Britain's 


equivalent of the U.S. Com- 
merce Department, shrugged 
off U.S. criticism of a deal that 
will help restore the Castro re- 
gime's crippled public trans- 
wration system. 


"Manufacturers are at liber- 


y to sell as and when they find 
:he opportunity," said a Board 
of Trade spokesman. "There 
has never, been a boycott on the 
country by Britain. That is the 
situation and we don't see any 
reason to depart from this at 
jresent. We have quite an ex- 
;ensive trade with Cuba." 


Under a five-year credit ar- 


rangement, Leyland Motors Ltd. 
will sell 400 buses and $1.1 mil- 
ion worth of spare parts to Cu- 
ia. Tha company said it ex- 
sects an order for 1,0050 addi- 
tional buses. 


'You would look damned sil- 


ly going to war in a bus," said 
Leyland's managing director, 
Donald Stokes, today. "Anyway, 
we haven't any war with Cuba 
and we buy sugar from them." 


Stokes said the company in 


April will begin shipping about 
100 buses a month by East Ger- 
man freighters. He said his 
company had turned to Commu- 
nist shipping because of the 
U.S. blacklist on ships that car- 
ry cargo to Cuba. 


A spokesman for Leyland in- 


dicated the manufacturer would 
be happy to accept further or- 
ders from Havana. 


Commenting on the sale at 


a news conference in Washing- 
ton, State Department press of- 
ficer Robert McCloskey said: 
"It certainly does not help our 
efforts to isolate the Cuban re- 
gime and thereby weaken its 
economy," 


Cuba's 
bus transportation 


system has been badly hurt be- 
cause it can't import spare 
parts from the United States 
for its many U.S.-built vehicles 
Cuba has been gradually re- 
placing 
buses with vehicles 


made in Communist bloc coun- 
tries. 


To enforce its embargo, the 


United States has banned from 
its ports foreign ships carrying 
cargo to Cuba. Under 1962 leg- 
islation, the President also is 
empowered to withhold foreign 
aid from any nation trading 
with Cuba.

tax cut bill by Feb. 1. 


"The new budget clearly al- 


lows it," he said. "Our taxpay- 
ers surely deserve it. Our econ- 
omy strongly demands it."

dollar price tag on his antipov- 
erty package at an unprece- 
dented session ith newsmen at 
the White House rose garden in 
advance of his appearance in 
the dignitary - packed House 
chamber.
